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RECORD  CORN  AND  SOYBEAN  STOCKS 

Stocks  of  corn  and  soybeans  in  all  positions  on  April  1 were  at  record 
levels.  Corn  stocks  of  2,6  billion  bushels  and  soybean  stocks  of  217  million  bushels 
exceed  the  previous  record  by  12  and  23  percent,  respectively,  Stocks  of  feed 
grains--corn,  oats  and  barley--add  to  a total  of  nearly  85  million  tons--the  largest 
in  the  15  years  for  which  comparable  data  are  available. 

Wheat  stocks  of  1,  188  million  bushels  stored  in  all  positions  on  April  1 
are  the  third  largest  of  record  for  that  date  but  are  below  the  level  of  the  two  pre» 
vious  years.  Total  stocks  are  10  percent  smaller  than  the  record  holdings  a year 
earlier  but  74  percent  larger  than  the  1946-55  April  1 average.  Total  stocks  were 
nearly  a fifth  larger  than  the  1956  production,  reflecting  the  large  carryover  of 
old  wheat  on  July  1,  1956  a large  part  of  which  was  Government-owned,  Current 
stocks  are  less  than  January  1,  1957  stocks  by  300  million  bushels  or  20  percent 

Off-farm  wheat  stocks  of  1,  022  million  bushels  were  7,  5 percent  less 
than  the  record  holdings  a year  earlier  with  only  the  merchant  mills  reporting 
larger  stocks.  Of  this  total,  more  than  four-fifths  was  either  owned  by  the 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  or  was  warehouse-stored  under  Government  com- 
modity loans.  Stocks  of  wheat  on  farms  at  l66  million  bushels  were  nearly  a fourth 
less  than  a year  earlier  with  less  than  half  the  total  under  Government  loan* 

The  off-farm  total  includes  109  million  bushels  at  merchant  mills,  450 
million  at  interior  mills,  elevators  and  warehouses,  and  36l  million  bushels  com- 
mercial stocks  at  terminals.  The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  had  a total  of  102 
million  bushels  stored  in  bins  under  CCC  control  and  aboard  ships  in  the  ’’mothball 
fleet”.  Other  Government-owned  wheat  is  included  in  the  estimate  for  the  position 
where  stored. 

Rye  stocks  of  12,  8 million  bushels  in  all  positions  on  April  1 were  the 
smallest  since  1953  and  46  percent  less  than  a year  earlier,  but  13  percent  above 
average.  Farm  stocks  of  rye,  estimated  at  4.5  million  bushels,  were  59  percent 
below  last  year  and  accounted  for  about  one-third  of  the  total  stocks.  Stocks  at 
interior  mills  and  elevators  of  3,4  million  bushels  were  less  than  half  the  previous 
year’s  near -record  level  but  44  percent  above  average.  Stocks  of  4,  8 million 
bushels  at  terminals  were  13  percent  above  last  April  1,  Stocks  stored  in  Govern- 
ment-owned bins  were  quite  small  but  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  off-farm  total  was 
either  owned  by  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  or  warehouse-stored  under 
Government  loan. 
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Com  stored  in  all  positions  reached  a new  April  1 record  of  2,58?  millicR 
hushelTTr  12  percent  more  than  the  April  1,  195^  record.  Coii5)ared  with  a year 
earlier,  stocks  on  farms  at  l,6l5  million  hushels  were  up  8 percent  and  the  largest 
for  April  1 since  1949,  following  the  large  1946  crop.  Stocks  in  off-farm  posi- 
tions were  L9  percent  larger  than  the  195 8 record  total.  The  CCC  portion  of 
these  hugh  holdings --either  owned  outright  or  under  loan- -amounted  to  slightly 
over  half  of  all  stocks,  a small  increase  over  the  proportion  held  a year  earlier, 
pisappearance  of  com  from  all  positions  since  Janxiary  1 of  823  million  bushels 
was  about  6 percent  larger  than  the  same  period  last  year  and  heaviest  in  5 years. 
Heavy  lates  of  livestock  feeding  have  been  general  throughout  this  period. 


Total  oats  stocks  on  April  1 of  475  million  bushels  were  27  percent  smaller 
than  the  large  stocks  of  a year  earlier  which  followed  the  near-reccrd  1955  crop. 
They  were  about  a tenth  below  the  April  1 average  holdings.  Farm  stocks  were 
smaller  in  nine  years  even  though  more  seed  cats  were  still  in  the  bin  then  usual 
in  many  sections  because  of  delayed  seeding.  Off-farm  stocks  were  smallest  for 
the  date  in  three  years.  The  quantity  owned  by  or  xmder  loan  to  CCC  on  April  1 
was  about  a tenth  of  all  stocks — down  from  about  one -sixth  a year  earlier.  Dis- 
appearance since  January  1 was  310  million  bushels,  the  smallest  for  the  period 
in  recent  years  although  near  the  usual  rate  in  relation  to  the  supply. 

Barley  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  April  1,  at  2C0  million  bushels, 
were  5 million  bushels  below  April  1 a year  ago  and  about  8 million  below  the 
record  April  1,  1955  stocks.  Holdings  on  farms  at  104  million  bushels,  were  12 
million  bushels  below  a year  earlier  but  off-farm  stocks  at  9^  million  bushels  were 
nearly  7 million  above,  with  the  increase  in  terminal  storage.  About  53  percent 
of  the  April  1 stocks  were  under  loan  to  or  owned  by  CCC  compared  with  about  65 
percent  a year  ago.  Disappearance  of  barley  from  all  storage  positions  during  the 
January -March  quarter  was  90  million  bushels  compared  with  102  million  bushels 
for  the  same  quarter  last  year. 

Sorghum  grain  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  April  1 are  estimated  at 
139  million  bushels,  about  two-thirds  of  the  quantity  on  hand  January  1.  Ccmpari- 
sons  of  total  stocks  with  a year  earlier  are  not  available,  since  April  1 farm 
stocks  were  estimated  for  the  first  time  this  year.  Stocks  in  all  off-farm 
positions  April  1 are  indicated  at  112  million  bushels  compared  with  127  million 
bushels  last  year  and  121  million  bushels  on  April  1,  1955*  Quantity  of  sorghum 
grain  in  storage  was  below  a year  earlier  in  terminals  as  well  as  interior  mills , 
elevators  and  warehouses.  Of  the  total  April  1 stocks,  about  62  percent  was  under 
loan  to  or  owned  by  CCC. 

Soybean  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  April  1 are  estimated  at  nearly 
217  million  bushels.  These  were  the  highest  April  1 stocks  of  record,  exceeding 
last  year,  the  previous  high,  by  about  40  million  bushels.  The  increase  was 
accounted  for  by  the  record  farm  and  interior  mill,  elevator  and  warehouse  holdings. 
Stocks  at  processing  plants  and  terminals  were  well  below  last  year. 

From  an  estimated  supply  of  459*8  million  bushels  (carryover  October  1 of 
3.7  million  plus  1956  production  of  455*9  million  bushels)  a disappearance  of  242.7 
million  bushels  for  the  half  year  October-April  is  indicated  by  April  1 stocks. 

Known  use  for  the  period  includes  I65.5  million  bushels  processed  for  oil  and 
nearly  52  million  bushels  exported.  In  addition,  significant  quantities  of  the 
1956  crop  were  processed  and  some  were  exported  before  October  1.  Other  dis- 
appearance for  the  half  year  includes  feed  and  other  uses;  also  waste  and  loss.

Current  stocks  indicate  a disappearance  from  July  1^  195^  to  April  1,  1957  of 
21*9  million  bushels  from  the  supply  of  52.8  million  bushels  (carryover  of  4.1 
million  plus  195^  production  of  48*7  million  bushels).  During  the  period,  crush- 
ings  amounted  to  21.6  million  bushels  while  exports  accounted  for  2 million  bushels. 
This  indicates  a disappearance  of  23*6  million  bushels. 

These  totals  are  assembled  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,  bringing  together 
commercial  stocks  at  terminals  as  reported  by  the  Grain  Division  of  the 
Agricultural  l^rketing  Service;  stocks  of  soybeans  at  processing  plants  as  reported 
by  the  Census  Bureau;  grains  reported  by  the  Grain  Branch  of  the  Commodity 
Stabilization  Service  as  owned  by  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  and  stored  in  bins, 
ships  and  other  storages  under  CCC  control;  estimates  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Board 
for  stocks  on  farms  and  at  merchant  mills  and  interior  mills,  elevators  and  ware- 
houses. 
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
